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Summary 

The  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in  1968 
totaled  $427.0  million,  down  from  $450.2  million  in  1967  but  5.0  percent  above 
the  1961-65  average.    Most  of  the  decline  in  1968  exports  was  due  to  declines 
in  the  two  major  export  categories --tallow  and  greases,  and  hides  and  skins. 
Nevertheless,  tallow  and  greases,  valued  at  $134.3  million,  continued  to  be 
the  leading  category  of  exports;  but  their  share  of  total  exports  declined  to 
31.5  percent  from  an  average  of  36.3  percent  during  I96I-65.    Hide  and  skin 
exports,  valued  at  $121.7  million,  were  down  4.5  percent  in  1968  but  were  36.9 
percent  above  the  1961-65  average.    Hides  and  skin6  are  the  second  largest 
category  of  exports;  their  share  of  total  exports  was  28.5  percent  in  1968,  up 
from  21.9  percent  during  196lr65.     Total  red  meat  exports  showed  impressive 
gains  in  1968,  increasing  from  $47.7  million  in  1967  to  $62.0  million  and  rep- 
resenting 14.5  percent  of  total  exports.    Virtually  all  of  this  increase  was 
accounted  for  by  pork,  exports  of  which  increased  from  $17-8  million  to  $31.6 
million.     Variety  meat  exports  of  $54.9  million  were  down  3*7  percent  in  1968 
but  were      .G  percent  above  the  I96I-65  average  and  accounted  for  12.9  percent 
of  total  1968  exports.    Lard  exports,  valued  at  $l4.3  million,  continued  their 
downward  trend  from  the  1964  high  of  $69.8  million. 


U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  reached  a  new  high  of 
$1,103.9  million  in  1968,  an  increase  of  18  percent  over  the  previous  year  and 
were  32.8  percent  above  the  1961-65  average.    Gains  were  recorded  for  all  major 
categories  of  imports  in  1968,  with  total  red  meats  showing  the  greatest  gain. 
Total  red  meats  have  increased  from  51.9  percent  of  total  imports  during 
1961-65  to  66.5  percent  in  1968.    Beef  and  veal  was  by  far  the  principal  meat 
import,  valued  at  $485-5  million  in  1968  and  accounting  for  44.0  percent  of 
total  import  value.     Imports  of  wool  accounted  for  13.2  percent  of  the  value 
of  1968  imports;  cattle,  8.8  percent;  and  hides  and  skins,  6.4  percent. 


Exports 


Although  the  value  of  the  major  category  of  U.S.  livestock,  meat,  and  meat 
product  exports --tallow  and  greases --declined  14.6  percent  to  $134.3  million 
in  1968,  the  quantity  exported  was  up  slightly  to  2,246.4  million  pounds. 
Inedible  tallow  is  the  major  item  in  this  category,  valued  at  $122.7  million 
in  1968,  down  from  $144.1  million  the  previous  year.    Japan  continues  to  be 
the  major  market  for  U.S.  exports  of  inedible  tallow,  although  exports  tc  Japan 
declined  to  462.9  million  pounds  from  473.3  million  pounds  in  1967.  Exports 
to  the  Netherlands  totaled    184.9  million  pounds  in  1968,  up  4.0  percent,  and 
exports  to  Spain  totaled  114.4  million  pounds,  up  6.7  percent.  However, 
exports  to  India  dropped  from  257. 7  million  pounds  in  1967  to  154.7  million 
pounds  in  1968.    Japan  is  also  the  major  market  for  U.S.  exports  of  choice, 
white  hog  grease,  purchasing  93*1*  million  pounds  in  1968  compared  with  6^.3 
million  pounds  the  previous  year.     Canada  is  the  major  market  for  U.S.  exports 
of  edible  tallow,  purchasing  8.0  million  pounds  out  of  total  U.S.  exports  of 
11.2  million  pounds  in  1968. 

Total  U.S.  exports  of  hides  and  skins,  valued  at  $121. 7  million,  were  4.5  per- 
cent below  the  previous  year  but  were  36.9  percent  above  the  1.91  --'O  average. 
The  decline  in  value  resulted  from  lower  prices  as  the  quantity  of  whole  hides 
and  skins  increased  4.9  percent  to  19-3  million  pieces.     Cattle  hides  con- 
tinued to  be  the  most  important  type  of  hide  and  sxin  experts,  although  their 
value  dropped  5*0  percent  to  $97.0  million.    However,  the  quantity  of  cattle 
hides  exported  increased  7-6  percent  to  12.8  million  pieces,  which  were  sold 
at  lower  prices  than  in  the  previous  year.    Japan  continued  to  be  the  navor 
market  for  U.S.  cattle  hide  exports  with  purchases  at  36.2  percent  and  total- 
ing 5*3  million  pieces.    Exports  of  cattle  hides  to  Mexico  of  1.8  Billion 
pieces  were  up  20.0  percent  and  exports  to  Canada  were  up  25.0  percent  for  a 
total  of  1.0  million  pieces.    Exports  to  the  USSR --the  second  xargest  pur- 
chaser of  U.S.  cattle  hides  in  1967- -declined  to  only  0.4  million  pieces  in 
1968  from  1.8  million  pieces  the  previous  year. 

Total  red  meat  exports  in  I968  were  up  30. 0  percent  in  value  to  $o2.G  million 
and  31.0  percent  in  volume  for  a  total  of  131.O  million  pounds,  but  were  still 
below  the  1964  high  of  199-1  million  pounds  valued  at  $65.6  million.  Por* 
exports,  which  increased  from  $17.8  million  in  1907  to  $31. o  million  in  19oc, 
accounted  for  virtually  all  of  the  increase  as  oeef  and  veaJL  exports  decxinea 
from  $20.2  million  to  $19-9  and  the  volume  declined  13.7  percent  to  27-0  mil- 
lion pounds.    Fresh  or  frozen  pork  regained  its  lead  as  the  major  category  of 
total  red  meat  exports  as  its  value  increased  from  $9.7  million  in  1907  to 
$23.0  million  in  1968.    The  volume  of  fresh  or  frozen  porK  experts  Increased 
from  30.7  million  pounds  in  1967  to  62.5  million  pounds.     Canada  remained  the 
major  market  for  U.S.  fresh  or  frozen  pork,  purchasing  31.4  million  pounds  in 
1968,  but  exports  to  Japan  increased  dramatically  from  only  0.6  million  pounds 
in  1967  to  23.6  million  pounds  in  1968.     Exports  of  fresh  or  frozen  beef  and 
veal--the  second  largest  category  of  red  meat  exports  in  L968-- were  op  ftllghttj 
in  value  to  $15.6  million,  but  the  volume  declined  to  15-7  million  pounds  from 
17.8  million  pounds  the  previous  year.     The  Bahamas,  purchasing  o . c  xli-lcr. 
pounds,  remained  the  largest  market  and  Canada  remained  the  second  larger 
although  its  purchases  declined  to  3.5  million  pounds  in  1908  from  7.4  mill: 
pounds  the  previous  year. 


Variety  meat  exports  of  225.3  millioE  pounds  in  1968  were  up  1.3  percent,  but 
their  value  declined  3.7  percent  to  $5^.9  million.    Nevertheless,    the  value  of 
beef  variety  meat  exports  increased  from  $33.5  million  to  $34.5  million.  The 
quantity  of  beef  variety  meats  increased  to  122.9  million  pounds  in  1968,  up 
7.0  percent;    France  continued  to  be  the  major  market,  purchasing  49.9  million 
pounds,  followed  by  the  United  Kingdom,  with  37.8  million  pounds.  France's 
purchases  of  beef  variety  meats  were  mostly  tongues  and  livers,  while  tongues 
were  the  major  item  purchased  by  the  United  Kingdom.    Germany,  which  purchased 
22.7  million  pounds,  was  the  major  market  for  U.S.  pork  variety  meats,  and 
Mexico  was  second  with  18.0  million  pounds.    Germany  purchased  mostly  pork 
livers,  and  Mexico  purchased  mostly  other  pork  variety  meats. 

Cattle  exports  declined  to  35,700  head  in  1968  from  55,300  the  previous  year. 
Exports  to  Mexico  were  down  slightly  to  15,500  head,  while  exports  to  Canada 
dropped  from  23,700  head  in  1967  to  7,100  head.    Mexico  is  also  the  major  mar- 
ket for  U.S.  exports  of  sheep,  lamb6,  and  hogs.    In  1968  Mexico  purchased  0O.7 
percent  of  the  117,700  head  of  sheep  and  lambs  exported  and  71. 5  percent  of 
the  13,700  head  of  hogs  exported. 

U.S.  lard  exports  have  declined  rapidly  from  the  1964  high,  and  the  U.S.  share 
of  imports  into  the  world's  largest  lard  market- -the  United  Kingdom- -has  fallen 
from  its  peak  of  89.2  percent  in  1964  to  only  29. 0  percent  in  1968.    The  value 
of  U.S.  lard  exports  dropped  from  its  1964  high  of  $69.8  million  to  only  $14.3 
million  in  I968,  and  over  the  same  period,  the  volume  declined  from  682.0  mil- 
lion pounds  to  only  175*3  million  pounds.    The  drop  in  U.S.  lard  exports  in 
1965  and  1966  resulted  from  a  large  decline  in  domestic  production,  which  fell 
from  2,473  million  pounds  in  1964  to  2,045  and  1,929  million  pounds,  respec- 
tively, in  1965  and  1966.     However,  U.S.  production  was  up  in  I967  and  1968, 
but  due  to  the  initiation  of  export  subsidies  by  the  EC  in  June  1967,  the 
United  States  was  unable  to  regain  part  of  its  previous  share  of  the  U.K.  mar- 
ket.    In  order  to  counteract  the  export  subsidies  paid  by  the  EC  and  to  regain 
part  of  its  fair  share  of  the  U.K.  market,  the  United  States  initiated  the  Lard 
Export  Payment  Program  in  January  1969,  which  provides  for  payments  to  U.S. 
exporters  for  shipments  of  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom.    While  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  dropped  to  IO5.6  million  pounds  in  1968,  exports  to  Mexico 
increased  52.6  percent  to  23.8  million  pounds,  and  exports  to  Canada  rose  27.9 
percent  to  21.1  million  pounds. 

Mohair  exports  rose  from  10. 3  million  pounds  in  I967  to  15 • 9  million  pounds  in 
1968,  and  their  value  increased  from  $7-1  million  to  $10.8  million.  The 
United  Kingdom  remained  by  far  the  largest  market  for  U.S.  aohair  exports, 
purchasing  9.5  million  pounds  in  1968,  up  from  6.4  million  pounds  the  previous  ; 
year. 

Imports 

U.S.  red  meat  imports  in  1968  reached  a  record  level  of  1,556.6  million  pounds, 
compared  with  1,373.0  million  the  year  before  and  the  previous  high  of  l,4l6.0 
million  pounds  in  1963.     Beef  and  veal  imports  were  at  a  new  record  high  of 
1,128.0  million,  but  only  slightly  above  the  previous  high  of  1,121.6  million 
pounds  in  1963.     Total  red  meats  accounted  for  66.5  percent  of  the  value  of 
U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in  1968,  up  from  51. 9  per- 
cent in  1961-65,  but  beef  and  veal  alone  accounted  for  44.0  percent,  up  from 
34.0  percent.     Although  beef  and  veal  imports  have  been  rising.,  domestic 
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production  has  risen  at  a  faster  rate  since  1963 .    Total  beef  and  veal  imports 
were  equivalent  to  9.6  percent  of  domestic  production  in  19^3;  which  was  the 
record  high,  but  declined  to  7.0  percent  in  1968.    The  high  level  of  beef  and 
veal  imports  relative  to  domestic  production  in  1963  led  to  the  passage  of  the 
Meat  Import  Law  (Public  Law  88-482)  in  1964,  which  covers  the  major  red  meat 
imports - -fresh,  chilled,  or  frozen  beef,  veal,  mutton,  and  goat  meat.  This 
Law  was  designed  to  prevent  total  imports  of  these  meats  from  reaching  sucb  a 
high  proportion  of  domestic  production  as  occurred  in  1963. 

Boneless  beef  is  the  largest  category  of  red  meat  imports,  totaling  894. 0  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1968  but  still  below  the  1963  high  of  939-6  million  pounds, 
just  one  year  prior  to  passage  of  the  Meat  Import  Law.     Imported  boneless  beef 
is  used  primarily  in.  the  manufacture  of  processed  meat  products  and  supplements 
domestic  supplies  produced  from  the  lower  slaughter  grades  - -canner ,  cutter,  and 
utility.    U.S.  production  of  this  type  of  meat  has  not  kept  pace  with  rising 
domestic  demands  as  fed  beef,  since  the  early  1950 's,  has  continued  to  account 
for  an  increasing  proportion  of  domestic  beef  production.     Australia  and  New 
Zealand  supplied  almost  70  percent  of  the  boneless  beef  imported  in  1968-- 
431.8  million  pounds  supplied  by  Australia  and  190.9  million  pounds  by  Hew 
Zealand.    Mexico,  Ireland,  Canada,  and  the  Caribbean  countries  are  the  other 
}or  suppliers  of  this  product. 


Prepared  and  preserved  beef  is  the  second  largest  U.S.  beef  import  by  value, 
with  Argentina  supplying  58.4  million  pounds  of  the  71.0  million  pounds 
imported  in  1968.    Argentina  is  also  the  major  supplier  of  canned  corned  beef, 
supplying  58.6  million  pounds  out  of  a  total  of  101.0  million  pounds  in  1968, 
followed  by  Brazil  which  supplied  21.3  million  pounds. 

Pork,  valued  at  $2l6.1  million,  was  the  second  largest  category  of  U.S.  live- 
stock, meat,  and  meat  product  imports  in  1968  and  accounted  for  19.6  percent 
of  the  total.    Total  pork  imports  amounted  to  324.1  million  pounds  .  in  1966, 
up  5.6  percent  from  the  previous  year.    Although  imports  were  up,  they  were 
equivalent  to  only  3.2  percent  of  domestic  pork  production  in  1968.    Most  of 
the  increase  in  pork  imports  was  accounted  for  by  canned  hams  and  shoulders, 
which  are  primarily  a  specialty  item  and  usually  sell  at' prices  higher  than 
similar  U.S.  products.    Imports  of  canned  hams  and  shoulders  in  1968  totaled 
229.3  million  pounds,  compared  with  212.6  million  pounds  the  previous  year  and 
the  1961-65  average  of  144.4  million  pounds.    Denmark  continued  to  be  the  major 
supplier  in  1968,  with  91.6  million  pounds,  followed  by  the  Netherlands  with 
77.5  million  pounds.    Other  major  suppliers  are  Poland  and  Yugoslavia. 

*Tfii  m***°n,  and  goat  imports  increased  sharply  in  1968,  going  from 
$18.0  million  to  $23.4  million,  but  still  represented  only  2.1  percent  of  the 
value  of  U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products.     The  greatest

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declxned  219  million  pounds,  dropping  from  784  million  pounds  to  only  5&5 
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million.    Even  though  lamb  imports  were  equivalent  to  4.1  percent  of  domestic 
lamb  and  yearling  production  in  1968,  up  from  2.0  percent  the  previous  year, 
average  lamb  prices  received  by  farmers  were  up  10. 4  percent  in  1968  to  $24. 40 
per  100  pounds.    Mutton  and  goat  imports  totaled  62.0  million  pounds  in  I968, 
up  from  54.3  million  pounds  the  previous  year  but  slightly  below  the  record 
high  of  62.9  million  pounds  in  1963*    Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  the  prin- 
cipal suppliers  of  U.S.  mutton  imports,  and  all  U.S.  goat  imports  are  supplied 
by  Haiti. 

U.S.  imports  of  hides  and  skins  increased  from  $53-9  million  in  1967  to  $70.6 
million  in  1968,  with  sheep  and  lamb  skins  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase. 
Imports  of  30 • 8  million  sheep  and  lamb  skins  were  valued  at  $40.2  million  in 
1968,  up  from  $22.3  million  the  previous  year.    Although  the  United  States  is 
the  world's  leading  exporter  of  cattle  hides,  it  is  a  major  importer  of  sheep 
and  lamb  skins,  which  are  supplied  mostly  by  Iran,  Lebanon,  Turkey,  and  Syria. 

The  value  of  total  U.S.  wool  imports  recovered  from  its  low  of  $129.6  million 
in  1967  to  $1^5.3  million  in  1968,  but  was  still  below  the  previous  high  of 
$219.0  million  In  I966.    From  the  I96I-65  average  to  1968,  U.S.  imports  of 
apparel  wool  have  increased  from  117.3  million  pounds  to  129-8  million  pounds, 
while  imports  of  carpet  wool  have  declined  from  138.3  million  pounds  to  H9.6 
million  pounds.    In  1968,  imports  of  apparel  wool  were  valued  at  $97-2  million, 
compared  with  $48.1  million  for  carpet  wool.    Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  the 
major  suppliers  of  apparel  wool,  and  New  Zealand  and  Argentina  are  the  major 
suppliers  of  carpet  wool. 

Imports  of  cattle  in  1968  rose  to  1,039,200  head,  up  from  751,800  head  the 
previous  year  and  were  valued  at  $97.4  million.    Mexico  continued  to  be  the 
major  supplier,  supplying  702,500  head  in  1968,  up  from  500,400  head  the 
previous  year.     Canada  was  the  second  largest  supplier  with  33^,6^0  head  in 
I968.     These  large  imports  were  due  to  relatively  high  U.S.  prices  and  a 
strong  demand  by  U.S.  producers  for  feeder  cattle.     Most  of  the  cattle  im- 
ported by  the  United  States  are  stockers  and  feeders,  and  relatively  few 
finished  cattle  for  slaughter  are  imported. 

Outlook  for  1969 

During  1969>  the  United  States  will  continue  to  be  an  important  trader  of  live- 
stock, meat,  and  meat  products,  moving  greater  quantities  into  international 
markets  at  higher  prices;  imports  are  expected  to  continue  upward  but  at  a 
slower  rate.  For  the  first  half  of  19^9,  the  value  of  U.S.  exports  was  up  25.6 
percent,  while  imports  were  up  only  5«5  percent. 

Increased  hide  and  skin  exports  accounted  for  a  large  proportion  of  the  in- 
crease in  U.S    exports.    For  the  first  half  of  this  year  exports  of  hides  and 
skins  were  up  26.5  percent  in  value  to  $72.8  million.    The  volume  of  cattle 
hide  exports --the  major  category  of  U.S.  hide  and  skin  exports --was  almost 
20  percent  above  the  year-earlier  level  and  is  expected  to  be  up  for  the 
remainder  of  this  year.     All  red  meat  exports  are  up  and  are  selling  at  higher 
prices,  but  pork  has  shown  the  greatest  increase.     The  volume  of  pork  exports 
for  the  first  half  of  this  year  totaled  84.2  million  pounds,  up  from  15.8 
million  pounds  during  the  first  half  of  1968.    During  the  same  period,  the 
value  of  pork  exports  increased  from  $5. 3  million  to  $33-2  million. 
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Tallow  and  grease  exports  were  down  3.6  percent  in  value  for  the  first  half  of 
this  year,  and  the  volume  of  inedible  tallow  exports  was  down  10.8  percent. 
Although  the  volume  of  exports  is  expected  to  be  down  for  the  rest  of  this 
year,  the  value  of  inedible  tallow  exports  should  be  about  the  same  as  last 
year  as  prices  are  higher. 

Mohair  exports  were  up  32.8  percent  in  volume  tm  7-0  million  pounds  and  up 
39.6  percent  in  value  to  $5.3  million  for  the  first  half  of  this  year.  World 
mohair  production  is  expected  to  continue  its  downward  trend  in  1969,  and  the 
United  States  will  be  able  to  export  a  greater  proportion  of  its  accumulated 
stocks  at  higher  prices. 

Red  meats  are  expected  to  account  for  most  of  the  increase  in  U.S.  imports  in 
1969.    For  the  first  half  of  this  year,  total  red  meat  imports  were  up  k.J 
percent  by  volume  and  l4.3  percent  by  value.     The  volume  of  red  meat  imports 
is  expected  to  be  up  about  6  to  8  percent  this  year,  and  although  meat  prices 
are  declining  from  their  spring  high,  their  value  is  expected  to  be  up  about 
10  to  15  percent. 

Imports  of  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen  beef,  veal,  mutton,  and  goat  meat  are 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  1964  Meat  Import  Law.     Last  year  imports  of 
these  meats  totaled  1,001  million  pounds.     For  19&9>  the  major  supplying 
countries  agreed  to  a  voluntary  restraint  program,  which  would  limit  U.S. 
imports  of  the  meats  subject  to  the  Law  to  1,035  million  pounds  in  1969. 

During  the  first  7  months  of  this  year,  lamb  imports  totaled  23-9  million 
pounds -'lk. 5  million  pounds  supplied  by  New  Zealand  and  most  of  the  remainder 
by  Australia.    However,  imports  were  not  sufficient  to  offset  the  decline  of 
approximately  25 -million -pounds  in  domestic  lamb  production.     Lamb  prices 
continue  to  be  well  above  the  year-earlier  level. 

The  increased  value  of  U.S.  red  meat  imports  in  1969  is  expected  to  be 
partially  offset  by  declines  in  the  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  wool,  animal 
hair,  and  hides  and  skins.    Nevertheless,  imports  of  lives toe x  and  meat 
products  in  I969  are  expected  to  be  about  5  to  8  percent  above  the  i960  level 
and  will  be  at  a  record  level.
